Moscow, September 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Bitter resentment 
is manifested b ythe soviet officials 
and newsnapers over tine resolution 
adopted vs the League of Nations 
assembly with regard to the situation 
in Georgia. In supporting the reso- 
tution, Premier MacDonald, of Great 
Britain, is accused by the government 
pewspapers of deliberately violating 
the recently concluded Anglo-Russian 
treaty which expressly forbids inter- 
ference by one country in the internal 
affairs of the other. 

The soviet officials contend that the 
league has no more right to investi- 
gate the Georgian question than it 
would the situation in Mesopotamia, 
Syria, or any other country under 
foreign tutelage.

Bernard Grant, a 19-year-old boy 
sentenced to death for complicity in 
the murder of a policeman here two 
years ago, who cannot understand 
why he should not obtain as easy a 
sentence as Nathan Leopold, Jr., and 
Richard Loeb received, is one. 

John Meisner, 25-year-old. veteran 
of the World war, shell-shocked, once 
tried and convicted of the murder of 
Joseph Schlesinger, a chauffeur, Feb- 
ruary 6, 1923, is now awaiting a new 
trial, ordered by the supreme court. 
His attorney, James M, Burke, be- 
lieves that the reasons advanced by 
Justice Caverly for sending Loeb and 
Leopold to jail and the plea made by 
Darrow, their chief counsel, afford 
him excellent material on which to 
work to obtain a possible acquittal for 
his client. 

State’s Attorney Robert E. Crowe 
is much incensed over the fact that 
attorneys defending various youthful 
prisoners charged with, or convicted 
of, serious crimes, are now patterning 
their efforts to save their clients after 
those of Clarence Darrow. 

The agitation on behalf of Grant 
and Weisner, ‘vhose families are 
poor, has deeply interested Darrow 
and he has said that he might take 
a hand in the Grant case or in other 
cases of aq similar nature should 
counsel for the prisoners be willing. 

“Certainly this boy is entitled to 
consideration,’ Darrow said in dis- 
cussing the plight of Grant, whose 
family has no means with which to 
employ an expensive legal staff. “I 
am willing to do anything I can to 
help him, and if his counsel should 
desire it, I am willing to go before 
Governor Small and ask for a com- 
mutation of sentence.” 

‘Despite the astonishing propa- 
ganda advanced by certain interests, 
who are trying to blame the state 
for not getting a death sentence for 
Loeb and Leopold, this office will

Jernatowski is one year younger 
than Grant, who not only claims that 
he is innocent, but also submits that 
if the Leopold-Loeb boys were tvo 
young to die, he also should be 
spared.

MAIL EXPEDITED 
BY USE OF PLANE 


Through a new arrangement in the 
railway mail service mail from At- 
anta can be delivered in San Fran- 
cisco and other cities on the west 
cost 48 hours after it is posted, it 
was announced Wednesday by Post- 
master Edwin K. Large. ' 
goes into effect Saturday. 

An air mail service box has been 
ordered by Postmaster Large and wil] 
be installed some time this week in the 
vicinity of Five Points, where letters 
and parcels may be posted as late 
as 3:50 o’clock in the afternoon and 
Will be rushed to a train leaving At- 
lanta at 4:25 o'clock, arriving in Chi- 
eago in 24 hours and transferred im- 
mediately to an airplane and reach 
San Francisco at 5 o'clock the follow- 
ing afternoon. All mail to be carried 
by this route’must be marked “air 
service mail.” 

The cost of mail by the air service 
route will be eight cents an ounce 
for each air zone.

Warmly Commends 
Van Paassen’s Comment 


Editor Constitution: TI have had 
the pleasure of reading your article 
which appeared in The Atlanta Con- 
stitution on the 7th instant entitled 
“Land of Hope and Glory.” 

I wish to thank you and him for the 
fine spirit of sympathy which 
breathed in every line of the splendid 
production. From my knowledge of 
the Ukraine it is in no sense an ex- 
aggeration of conditions which have 
prevailed there during the recent 
years of horror. One can ransack 
the history of mankind during the 
darkest ages without finding a paral- 
lel of the brutalities to which the 
Jews have been subjected in that re- 
gion. 

Your description of the conditions 
which exist at the various ports of 
Europe has come to me at the very 
moment when I have been seeking to 
interest the Jews of America in the 
fate of 10,000 Jews who have been 
stranded there and who, in conse- 
quence of the quota law, have been 
caught like rats in a trap. unable to 
return to their homes and forbidden 
to enter the door of opportunity in 
spite of the fact that they were pro- 
vided with passports, duly vised by 
United States consuls, which have not 
been honored by our immigration au- 
thorities because of the exhaustion of 
the quotas assigned to the lands of 
their nativity. In the forum of 
morals this has been equivalent to a 
repudiation by our government of 
what these unfortunates had a right 
to believe was an assurance that they 
might enter provided they were men- 
tally, morally and physically fit. 

I appreciate what Mr. Van Paassen 
has said as to the duty of the Jews to 
help their brethren in Palestine, re- 
gardiess of whether they are Zionists 
or not; and I appreciate equally what 
he has said as to the duty of Chris- 
tians toward the Jews who have been 
the victims of oppression.

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Paris, September 17.—Today I 
journeyed through the Paris sewers. 
The preliminaries are more lixe joir- 
ing a tea party than preparing for a 
jaunt through the dark, slimy sub- 
terranean depths of Paris. One aust 
first visit the superintendent of 
waters for admission tickets. 

He passes out free tickets with 
many gestures. We entered the sew- 
ers it a corner near the Madelaine. A 
row of boats, resembling somewhat 
Venetian gondolas, awaited. The 
boatmen are clad in blue denim suffs. 

After the second flight of stairs 
you feel the cling of fetid air. All 
the sewage of Paris passes throuzh 


rat scampers over your feet and there 
was, of course, many shrieks from the 
ladies. 

Despite the unwholesomeness one 
soon becomes adjusted. The fleet of 
sewer beats move slowly. The sewer 
workers are known as “sewer rats” 
and symbolic of their calling repre- 
sent the scum of Paris. They are hard 
faced, snarling men. 

There are stretches as black as 
night and one lady in a boat ahead 
suddenly stood up, swayed for a 
moment and slumped in a faint. The 


sewers of Paris are magnificent. 

The Parisians brag of their sewers 
as we boast of our Grand Canyon. It 
is true that, for the amount of offal 
that seeps through, the stench is com- 
paratively mild. Strangely enough 
more than 50 per cent of the voyag- 
ers were Parisians. 

The voyage lasts for about a halt 
hour. And we disembarked at a place 
near the Place de la Concorde. The 
boatmen in true Parisian fashion ex- 
lend their itching palms and what- 
ever vou give them is not enéugh.

CHANG THREATENS

Pekin, September 17.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Chang Tso-Lia, 
Manckurian war lord, who declared 
war on the Pekin government, is said 
to have sent a communication to 
President Tsao-Kun containing a veil- 
ed threat to bomb Pekin. 

The report concerning the commu- 
nication came from a foreign source 
in Mukden, the Manchurian city 
which is Chang's headquarters. 

The communication was said to 
have detailed the circumstances which 
had impelled Chang to take military 
‘action. It then stated that since 
Esao-Kun was only a “puppet” of the 
central government’s leading militar- 
ist, Wu Pei-Fu, it was Ching’s inten- 
tion within a few days to send tv 
Pekin some of his subordinates in au 
airplane, to convey his respects to the 
president, and inquire of his welfare. 

Chane next stated, a -rcing to re- 
port, that he feared, since his envoys 
would be only “rough soldiers.” thai 
they might behave discourteously. In 
that event. it was said, Chang asked 
the president's pardon in edvance.

Special Clause Permits 
Anglo-American Alli- 
ance Without U. S. Join- 
ing League. 


Geneva, September 17.—-The door 
was left open for the participation 
of the United States in the league 
of nation’s new project for compul- 
sory afbitration and security when 
the league disarmament commis- 
sion Wednesday inserted in article 
S of the Benes project a clause per- 
mitting league of nations members to 
mgke defensive alliances with states 
which are not members of the league. 

The elause renders possible an An- 
z'o-American agreement to enforce 
peace without the United States join- 
ing the league. 

League of nations members can 
only enter such alliances, however, 
vroviding the non-league state no- 
tifies the league what forces it is 
disposed to contribute toward carrs- 
ing out league sanctions against any 
state refusing arbitration. 

Ask For U. S. Delegates. 

Earlier in Wednesday's discussion 
the league disarmament commission 
passed a resolution asking the league 
council to invite the United States 
to send delezates to the legue’s tem- 
porary disarmament commission 
which is discussing the question of 
government control of the private 
ranufacture of arms and war ma- 
terials preliminary to. summoning an 
international conference on this sub- 
ject. 

The sub-commission, composed of 
representatives of twelve leading 
countries who are handling the ar- 
hitration and security project out- 
lined by Foreign Minister Benes of 
Czecho-Slovakia. spent the day in 
aiscussing article 8 of the plan. 
which provides for regional defensive 
oiiiances. 

Adopt French Formula. 

The British delegates have opposed 
such agreements, while the French 
neve insisted that while the leacue 
should not encourage further group 
alliances those already farmed and 
registered with the league secretariat 
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should be included in the 
security pact. 

French won their point when 
article eight was adopted late Wed- 
nesday by the sub-commission. The 
defensive alliances referred to are 
pacts of a type similar to those now 
existant between the nations of the 
little entente, and between France 
and Belgium, France and Poland and 


| France and Czecho-Slovakia. 


Keeps Her Alliances. 


Thus under the plan France would 
retain the powerful alliances she has 
built up, particularly in central Eu- 
rope and the Balkan peninsula. 

The agreements will form part of 
the league's arbitration, security and 
disarmament project on condition 
that the protocols of these agree- 
ments be filed with the league secre- 
tariat and left open for the signature 
of any other powers who may wish 
to join in the regional agreements. 

The sub-commission has approved 
sections of other clauses in the Benes 
project, but the entire project still 
must be adopted by the full commis- 
sion and then by the assembly.

Prospects that the 
United States government soon would 
resume negotiations for funding the 
French debt strengthened liberties, 
which reached the highest levels in 
more than a month. 

Foreign obligations were accumu- 
lated on the theory that they would 
be benefited by preparations for the 
sale of the German loan. French re- 
public and municipal liens displayed 
moderate improvement together with 
Belgian and other European issues.
